—Veterans Day takes o n a dif­ 
ferent significance when it o ccurs 
while American fo rces are fac­ 
ing co mbat. 


Since the « id o f World War II 
there hav e been fewer No v ember 
11s when armistices hav e pre­ 
v ailed and American fighting men 
were no t facing enemy ho stile 
actio n than tho se when we all 
co uld sit do wn to break o ur 
bread 
in peace. 


Liv ing in a century punctuated 
b y v io lence when co nflicting 
Ideo lo gies, spiced with natio n* 
alisms, are suppo rted and de­ 
fended by fo rce, that a bur­ 
geo ning number o f citizens who 
hav e o nce been members o f 
this natio n’s armed fo rces is 
no t surprising. 


To day there are abo ut 2 1.5 mil­ 
lio n v eterans o f U.S. wars liv ing 
to day and in additio n to these 
there are abo ut fo ur millio n in- 
v iduaty who hav ^ seen duty 
since the clo se ot, the Korean 
co nflict in 19 55. 


A to tal o f 31 millio n perso ns 
hav e serv ed in the U.S. Armed 
Forces during v ario us wars fro m 
the Rev o lutio n thro ugh the Ko r­ 
ean co nflict. Mo re than half o f 
these participated in Wo rld War 
n. 


The last Rev o lutio nary War 
v eteran died in 18 69 ; the last 
participant in the War o f 18 12 
died in 19 05 ; the last perso n 
who fo ught in the Mex ican War 
that ended in 18 4 8 , liv ed until 
19 38 , and the last Civ il War 
v eteran died in 19 5 8 . 


Befo re 1915 , o nly o ne per cent 
o f die to tal civ ilian po pulatio n 
18 
y ears o f age and o lder co mprised 
indiv iduals who were v eterans. 
Since Wo rld War II, the pro po r­ 
tio n has risen to o ne o ut o f fiv e 
and since 195 0, mo re than o ne- 
third o f the natio n's males 15 
y ears o f age and o lder are v et­ 
erans. 


In 1963 there were 414,000 wom­ 
en v eterans. 


The day was originated in 1926 
as Armistice Day to commemo­ 
rate the ending of World War I, 
in 1954 the name was changed to 
Veterans Day and its pu rpose is 
to honor v eterans of all wars. 


The may o r, the go v erno r and 
the President hav e all issued 
pro clamatio ns fo r this day and 
lo o ked at fro m any v iewpo int 
the day sho uld no t pass un­ 
no ticed. 


The day celebrates an ex peri­ 
ence so many citizens hav e shar­ 
ed in common that their nu mbers 
alone indicate its importance in 
ou r national life. 


As a ru le, no one is less in­ 
terested in the armed forces than 
a serv iceman who has just been 
discharged. 


His feelings are o ften reflect­ 
ed by his family and the co m­ 
munity to so great an ex tent 
that tho se who are serv ing in 
areas o f co mbat at the mo ­ 
ment are fo rgo tten. 
Fo r peo ple who lo ng fo r peace 
to fo rget the reality o f wars past 
and present is an ev erpresent 
temptatio n.

SA IG O N , Sou th Viet Nam 
(AP)—An ambu sh patrol of the 


j U.S. 1st Infantry Div ision was 


j attacked today by Viet Cong u s­ 
ing a nonpoisonou s ty pe of tear 
gas, a spokesman said.

He added that this was the 
first known firing of gas by the 
Commu nists in the Viet Nam 
war. Howev er, Sou th Vietnam­ 
ese au thorities alleged in Sep­ 
tember 1965 that the Viet Cong 
u sed nau sea-indu cing gas gre­ 
nades. The allied forces hav e 
u sed nonlethal ty pes in certain 
instances for nearly two y ears. 


The Viet Cong attack came in 
Tay Ninh Prov ince of War Zone 
C, a battlegrou nd area centered 
65 miles northwest of Saigon, 
where Americans hav e reported 
more than 8 00 enemy dead in a 
week of hard fighting against 
the Viet Cong’s 9th 
Div ision. 
The patrol had settled into its 
ambu sh

in

swamp and ju ngle fiv e miles 
northeast of Su oi Dau . 


No firefight followed and no 
inju ries

spokesmen said the Americans 
donned gas masks, which are 
standard combat equ ipment, at 
the ex plosion of the first gre­ 
nades.

Barzel, the party 's parliamen­ 
tary leader. 


The decision was taken by 
the party ’s membership in the 
Bu ndestag.

The Christian 
Democrats alone are fou r v otes 
short of the necessary 249 in 
the Bu ndestag.

He said the assailant stood at 
the lower end of Marily n's bed 
and swu ng an u nidentified weap­ 
on in an arc “something like a 
baseball swing.”

o r the mo o n. 
In the Bio tro n, a wo o dland 
po nd may be separated by 
wall fro m a simulated bit o f lu 
nar 
landscape. 
A 
miniature 
tro pical rain fo rest o ne mo ment 
can be quickly altered to Sa 
bara-dry co nditio ns the nex t—o r 
perhaps pumped full o f smo g . 
Head o f the Bio tro n, Haro ld 
A. Senn, calls his wo rk ’‘the 
science o f the nex t decade.** 
“ To day ,*1 say s Senn, “ there is 
•n increasing Awareness o f the 
pro blems o f man’s relatio n to 
his env iro nment. No t o nly is 
there the pro blem o f po llutio n 
but there is also the co ncern 
with space ex plo ratio n. We will 
be able to co nduct studies in 
bo th these areas with bio tro n 
facilities.” 
The 
Bio tro n, 
unique 
in 
science, acco rding to o fficials, 
will o pen at the end o f this y ear. 
While basic research likely will 
be co ncerned with the life and 
g ro wth o f animals and plants in 
v ario us climates co ntro lled by 
the scientists, such pro blems as 
air po llutio n and liv ing o n o ther 
planets also will be ex amined. 
“ We can pro g ram the co m­ 
puter to add different g ases to 
the air in so me o f the ro o ms, 
and so we can simulate atmo s­ 
pheric po llutio n to a deg ree,” 
Senn said. 
In space research, the Bio tro n 
can be used to simulate the co n­ 
ditio ns astro nauts mig ht find in 
the cabin o f a space capsule o r 
under a do med enclo sure o n the 
mo o n o r Mars.

They look at such major 
bases as Cam Ranh Bay and find Is difficult to 
belie'e the I nited States is not planning to stay m 
Viet Nam peraunrntV. 
Those who understand I .S. policy and I .S. 
military thinking know that neither .American po­ 
litical nor military strategists see a sound bnti?

Land mobile service includes

Less apparent is the need to 
equip city garbage trucks with

A segment of the FCC says 
that the only available space for 
these services is now currently 
occupied by the government and

free the government-held fre­ 
quencies. The Defense Depart­ 
ment has most of them and con­ 
tends they are needed for mili­ 
tary matters.

URBANA — The University of 
Illinois Winter Short Course in 
Agriculture, scheduled for Jan. 
30-March 10, 1967, is planned to 
give people who cannot regularly 
attend college a chance to learn 
the latest farming ideas and 
methods. 
Warren Wessels, short course 
supervisor, says that participants 
in the short course may choose 
from among more than 20 courses 
in the areas of agricultural eco­ 
nomics, agricultural engineering, 
agronomy, animal science, dairy 
science, horticulture and veter­ 
inary medicine. And several class­ 
es are especially planned to in­ 
terest turf groups. 
All short course instructors are 
professors in the College of Agri­ 
culture, prominent in their fields 
of study and up to date on the 
latest research findings. 
Wessels believes that the aver­ 
age annual attendance of nearly 
90 people indicates the import­ 
ance they place on acquiring 
more advanced mechanical skills 
and technical knowledge to help 
keep up with the rapid changes 
in today’s agriculture. Attending 
, the short course gives them a 
chance to add to their high school 
knowledge and practical experi­ 
ence. 
Short course students are en­ 
rolled as regular students of the 
College of Agriculture am! are 
eligible to attend University of Il­ 
linois 
athletic 
events, 
dances, 
concerts and other activities just 
as any other regularly enrolled 
student. 
Cost of the short course will 
range from $235 to $300, depend­ 
ing on the course and housing 
accommodations the student se­ 
lects. 
Wessels suggests that prospec­ 
tive students check with their 
local banks about possible schol­ 
arships. The Illinois Bankers As­ 
sociation encourages its mem­ 


ber banks to award scholarships 
to selected short course students 
living in their trade areas. Last 
year 18 member banks and coun­ 
ty federations awarded 21 schol­ 
arships. 


The Illinois FFA Foundation 
also is offering twenty $50 schol­ 
arships to active FFA members 
who can meet short course re­ 
quirements. 
Wessels notes that ages of short 
course students in the past have 
ranged from 18 to 65 years, but 
most students are between 18 and 
23.

Who Runs the 
Chinese Army ? 


(Last in a Series)

Wash ington Corresp ondent 
HONG KONG - (NEA) - It is 
*rong to say th e Red army h as a 
tigh t grip on Communist Ch ina 
and th at th e army ’s way will p re­ 
v ail. Th e ev idence does not sup ­ 
p ort th is th eory . 
Lin Piao, Mao Tse-tung’s h eir 
ap p arent and h is country ’s ch ief 
military th eorist, is commander 
of th e army . But th at army is 
badly sp lit into many factions. 
Some military ch iefs, admitted­ 
ly , follow Mao and Lin loy ally , 
y et oth ers, equally imp ortant in 
th e 
military 
h ierarch y , 
are 
frankly cool to both men. 
Some of th ese factions are 
based on p ersonal loy alties th at 
stretch back to th e Long March 
and Yenan day s. During th e 
Long March , 
some military 
ch iefs were with Mao and some 
were not. Ev en th e famous Ch u 
Teh sp lit away for awh ile. 
Oth er loy alties to one man or 
anoth er were built during th e 
war against Jap an and h av e not 
lost th eir strength . 
Factions include p ro-Sov iet Un­ 
ion and anti-Sov iet Union group s. 
Th ere 
is 
also 
disagreement 
among th e war lords as to h ow 
th e nex t war — most believ e th ey 
will figh t again — will be fough t. 
Mao Tse-tung’s th esis is th at 
Ch ina h asn’t th e wealth to build 
a modern army able to figh t a 
conv entional war with th e United 
States successfully . Th e army 
must th erefore remain a Guerril­ 
la force wh ich would suck th e 
fenemy deep into th e mainland and 
h arass h im In th e front and rear 
as th e Viet Minh h arassed th e 
French In Indoch ina until th ey 
with drew. 
But somo of th e militarists feel 


th at Ch ina must modernize its 
forces in th e Russian sty le, feel­ 
ing, ap p arently , th at th eir sup er­ 
ior strength in numbers would 
comp ensate for a p ossible lack of 
military tech nology . 
Th ey believ e th at guerrilla 
warfare is accep table — as far 
aa it goes — but in th ese day s, 
ev en in Ch ina, th e first-line 
troop s must match th ose of th e 
United States and Russia in 
modern armament as far as 
p ossible. 


Th e continuous testing and p rob­ 
able refinement of Ch ina’s nucle­ 
ar dev ices tend to indicate th at 
th e military tech nocrats h av e a 
certain amount of influence on 
Mao. 


Th ese “modernists” were h ead­ 
ed by Peng Te-h uai, former h ead 
erf th e army wh o was rep laced by 
Lin Piao. Peng, one of th e most 
famous erf th e Yenan generals, 
h as many discip les. It is certain 
th at a number of th em are still 
in key army p ositions and th at 
many oth er erfficers sh are Peng’s 
op inions. 


Peng maintained th at by co­ 
op erating with th e Sov iet Union 
a little, Moscow could be in­ 
duced to sup p ly th e Ch inese with 
considerable amounts erf weap ons 
and ex p ertise. More Russian aid, 
far ex amp le, could h av e sp eeded 
Ch ina’s nuclear missile p rogram. 
Th ese many sp lits make it dif­ 
ficult for Mao and Lin to giv e tex> 
much p ower to th e army . Th ey 
could end up like th e lady wh o 
rode th e tiger and wound up in­ 
side. 
Th e dang« * Mao would most 
certainly face in a war righ t now 
is th at th e army migh t be too 
p owerful to control.

Let us consider the educational 
benefit we call ‘‘economic com­ 
petence.” This may refer to the 
productiv e ability of the indiv idual 
or of society . It may mean com­ 
petence on the job or in the total 
economic marketplace. 
It does 
imply capacity to progress as 
well as to cope with the present 


A 
basic factor of 
economic 
competence is 
the 
indiv idual’s 
ability to find employ ment. Due 
to the rapid adv ances being made 
through automation, our occupa­ 
tional structure is currently in a 
state of flux . 
It has been said 
that automation eliminates thous­ 
ands of jobs and increases unem­ 
ploy ment. 
Others claim that it 
creates more job opportunities 
than it remov es. Actually , both 
claims are true. 
Consider the occupational struc­ 
ture as a stairway , the lowest 
steps representing jobs requiring 
little education and few skills, the 
highest 
steps 
requiring 
highly 
skilled and educated personnel. 
The lowest steps are remov ed as 
automation 
and 
technology in­ 
crease in use, but additional steps 
are inserted at or near the top. 
Those on the bottom steps fall to 
the ranks of the unemploy ed; 
those with ability and education 
mov e into the new positions cre­ 
ated at the top. Therefore, it is 


safe to say that we are mov ing > 46 per cent of the business lead- 
toward a time when there will be 
no bottom, no base of unskilled 
jobs at which to start, but auto­ 
mation will ex pand the room at 
the top. 
The occupational structure to­ 
day simply will not absorb work­ 
ers with few’ skills. 
In 19 64 the 
unemploy ment rate for laborers 
was 10.6 per cent; for professional 
and technical persons, 1.7 per 
cent; and for managerial occupa­ 
tions, 1.4 per cent. A 19 66 surv ey 
w’ould no doubt indicate a more 
marked difference when we con­ 
sider the progress being made 
today in the field of automation 
and technology . 


Fifty y ears ago, wealth and 
connections were more important 
than education. Today most busi­ 
ness ex ecutiv es are from middle- 
class backgrounds and are wTell 
educated. To again cite statistics,

ers in 19 00 were from wealthy 


families and 42 per cent were 
from middle-income families. To­ 


day 11 per cent are from wealthy 
and 66 per cent from middle-in­ 
come backgrounds. In 19 00, 40 per 
cent of the top ex ecutiv es had at 
least some college. Today , 9 1 per 
cent hav e been to college. This 
is a true indication that ‘‘educa­ 
tion rather than a wealthy family 
is the new' American key to man 
agerial success.” 


Lack of education and pov erty 
tend to form a v icious cy cle that 
is v ery difficult to break. A drop­ 
out study reported that parents 
of dropouts usually hav e less than 
eight y ears of education and are 
in the low-income groups. Chil­ 
dren from such families do not 
realize the v alue of education l>c- 
cause they do not see education 
pay ing off in their env ironment. 
Vice president Hubert Humphrey 
recently said, “ Inadequate edu­ 
cation leads to unemploy ment. 
You’ll nev er conquer unemploy ­ 
ment just by public works or tax 
policies that eneourage inv est­ 
ment, important as they are . . .

We hav e indisputable ev idence 
that y ou cannot conquer the wel­ 
fare problem in America by the 
dole. You conquer it by training, 
by education.” 


Education can be inadequate in 
quality as well as in quantity . 
J ust any thing labeled “ education” 
will not necessarily produce ec­ 
onomic competence in the world 
of today and tomorrow. It should 
be clear that a well-rounded, gen­ 
eral education is necessary for 
ev ery indiv idual in our country , 
not only for the good of those in­ 
div iduals but for the good of the 
nation as wrell. Competence is es­ 
sential at ev ery lev el of employ ­ 
ment, and persons must be flex ­ 
ible enough to shift to new areas 
of work as the needs of the econ­ 
omy change. 


Economic 
considerations 
will 
prov ide the impetus to upgrade 
the entire American educational 
sy stem. Education must be ev alu* 
ated in terms of its total benefits 
to indiv iduals and to the changing 
society in which they function. 
We must remember that part of 
the w’orth of education is that It 
adds up to economic competence.

Actually there was no choice. Be­ 
cause of the impression left on 
me by the Bear star, I picket 
Chicago.” 
The Rev. Mr. Oaks, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, when 
he went to college, was not con- 
aidering the ministry. Rather he 
planned a business career. 
The Rev. Mr. Oaks graduated 
from Canton high school 
after 
playing football at the guard posi­ 
tion four years. 
He debated whether to go to 
Illinois, a Big Ten school, or a 
smaller college. He was convinced 
by a friend that the competition 
would be rougher at a smaller 
school his freshman year, 
and 
that a good season would prob- 
ably open up a football scholar­ 
ship at a Big Ten university. 
He chose Augustana. The Rev. 
Mr. Oaks played varsity ball his

Quail 
season will close at sunset, Dec. 
31. Shooting hours are from sun­ 
rise until sunset after opening 
day. 


The daily limit for cock pheas­ 
ants and partridge is two and the 
possession 
limit 
is 
four 
after 
opening day. On the first day 
the possession limit is two. Eight 
quail may be killed m one day 
and 16 kept in possession except 
on opening day, when the pos­ 
session limit is eight quail.

Preno, 
staff biologist In 
charge of small game population 
studies 
for the 
Department of 
Conservation reports that pheas­ 
ant production was hotter than 
average in Logan, Mason, Macon, 
Moultrie, 
Douglas 
and 
Edgar 
Counties but that on a basis of 
the total range in the state, the 
population had decreased slight­ 
ly. A 10 per cent increase in 
pheasants
